These sales should help offset the higher than expected 
costs of publishing the Compilation. Mike Bean, a BEP 
plate printer, has printed the SCCS logo proofs for sale to 
our members. He did a fine job and our sincere thanks go 
to Mike for his never wavering support of the SCCS.

The general membership meeting at IMPS’°89 was atten- 
ded by about 25 members. Each of the officers present 
gave a report. These reports were followed by a special 
presentation of an SCCS logo proof to Lee Quast for 
volunteering to help Doug Holl with the SCJ. Lee is now 
our advertising manager. 


At the beginning of the meeting, Steve Manset of the BEP 
gave a preview of the 1990 BEP souvenir card program. 
The cards for 1990 will be “toned down” with soft, muted 
background colors. They will continue to leave space on 
the front of the cards for stamps and cancellations. Text 
and, possibly, photographs will appear on the backs of 
the cards. The cards will celebrate the period of 1890 to 
1990 as the “American Renaissance” and will honor 
famous Americans such as Mark Twain, Thomas 
Edison, and George Washington Carver. 


Paper stock used for the 1990 card program will be acid- 
free and more suited for intaglio printing. Card designs 
will relate to the cities and states where the BEP will 
attend shows. They are considering issuing special prints 
that will honor the art of engraving by featuring original, 
modern-day engraved vignettes. 


According to Manset, BEP Director Pete Daly is interest- 
ed in the souvenir card program and is “in tune” with 
what collectors want. In 1989, the BEP printed 7,500 of 
the show cards and 3,000 of the special prints. I have 
heard elsewhere that not all of the cards and prints sold 
out in 1989 and the BEP is considering printing even

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TREASURER'S REPORT 


This report covers the period of time from June 20, 1988 to June 19, 1989. 
Our funds this year are from similar sources as last year, i.e., our 
members' dues and contributions, proceeds from our auctions, sales of 
special cards, advertising space in the Souvenir Card Journal, and sale of 
back issues of the Journal. There was some extraordinary income this year 
due to significant additional advertisement revenues for the compilation 
issue.

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The Bureau of Engraving and Printing is pleased to issue this souvenir card to commemorate the 94th 
Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association to be held on August 20 to 25, 1985. 


The note featured here is a replica of the reverse of a Series 1882 $500 gold certificate — the front was 
featured on the ANA '84 souvenir card. The bright orange back design of this note is indicative of the days 
when U.S. paper currency was “as good as gold.” Gold certificates were always one of the most stable forms 


of currency and were widely accepted. 


In 1933 Gold Certificates were withdrawn from circulation by order of the Secretary of the Department of 
the Treasury. This order also cancelled the legal tender status of the notes, although they are exchangeable 


for lawful money.

Souvenir Card Erratum

Because vignette shifts, in diverse directions, have been 
shown several times before in the Journal pages, we will 
illustrate this B82 currency vignette, shifted left 8mm, 
without further voluminous explanation. A brief mention 
of this item’s existence, without illustration, appeared in 
the Summer ’87 issue of the Journal.

Shown here are the reverses of the PS23 ITALIA °76 and 
the PS65 HAFNIA °87 cards which appear normally 
printed, but, when turned over, reveal exceedingly sharp 
and clear mirror images of the intaglio impressions. This 
indicates that the sheets from which these cards were cut 


passed through the intaglio press immediately after a 


“ missing sheet’’ occurrence. Such an event happens after 


the first operation (offset printing) has been accom- 
plished, and results in the ink of the second operation 
intaglio plate being deposited directly on the blanket or 
draw sheet of the impression cylinder. Subsequent sheets 
passing through the press will be printed as usual on the 
obverse, but will simultaneously receive an inked image 
on the reverse, and subsequent sheets will bear pro- 
gressively lighter and increasingly blurred impressions 
until all traces have disappeared.

Printing total of only 200, cancelled 50, 
Charge is a nominal $1 mint, $1.50 cancelled.

card, issued during and at COMPEX ‘89. 


A class card has been issued for NAPEX °89, uncancelled 
for $2, cancelled, $3. Send your order to Mr. George 
Mansfield, Box 4510, Arlington, VA 22204. George writes 
that Lawrence W. (Bill) Draeger, a member of the 
NAPEX Board of Directors, designed the cachet and 
cancellation for this card. 


Another friendly reminder. When ordering, always 
include a return label, if you have one. When seeking 
information, include an SASE. 


Are you up to date on your ASDA cards? If you do not 
know, send your SASE to ASDA, 3 School Street, Glen 
Cove, NY 11542. 


There was no card issued for NOJEX ‘89. This news from 
Jim Franir, NOJEX Co-Chairman. 


It will cost you $5 payable to: AQPP, Box 276. Youville 
Station, Montreal, PQ H2P 2V5, Canada, but you will 
receive a spectacular card sponsored by the Canadian 
Stamp Dealers’ Association and a chapter, the Associa- 
tion Quebecoise des Professionnels de la Philatelie. It 
would take me a column to describe this card. Suffice to 
say you will receive a numbered card with first day of 
show cancellation, April 7, 1989.

The Souvenir Card Collectors Society 
has scheduled the following meeting: 





World Stamp Expo, in conjunction with 
with Universal Postal Union show, 
Washington (DC) Convention Center

The sixth annual souvenir card for the Colorado Springs 
Coin Show has been issued. As have the previous five 
issues, this card depicts items from Colorado’s historical 
past, which this year is a$100 per share stock certificate of 
the “COLORADO CENTRAL RAILROAD COM- 
PANY.” The show was held July 8-9, 1989 in conjunction 
with the ANA’s 21st annual Summer Seminar. 


The original certificate was printed by “HOOPER 
LEWIS & CO. BOSTON.” It should be noted that this 
certificate was made out to (William) A.H. Loveland, 
and signed by Henry M. Teller, both very important in 
early Colorado history. The souvenir card is available by 
mail for $3.50 from G. Walton, P.O. Box 9833, Colorado 
Springs, CO 80932. A limited number of the 1988 
souvenir card of the “~DENVER, SOUTH PARK AND 
PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY” is also available at 
$4.50 each.

The American Bank Note Company has issued the third 
card in a series of souvenir cards which feature the 
Republic of Hawaii Gold Certificates of Deposit. The $20 
Gold Certificate of Deposit was issued on August 9th at 
the American Numismatic Association's 98th Anniver- 
sary Convention in Pittsburgh. The $5 and $10 Gold Cer- 
tificates of Deposit souvenir cards were issued at previous 
shows this year. The $20 card will be the last card of the 
series to be issued in 1989. 


The $5, $10 and $20 Gold Certificate of Deposit souvenir 
cards are available by mail for $7.50 each. Checks or 
money orders should be made payable to American Bank 
Note Commemoratives, Newfane, Vermont 05345-0420.

This third annual San Jose Coin Club souvenir card depicts another interesting piece of 
San Jose fiscal history, an interest-bearing corporate promissory note from 1921. 

These types of notes were frequently issued by companies with uneven cash-flow 
requirements. Growers, for example, would need to pay for seed, fertilizer and equipment 
well in advance of receiving any money for their end product. Canners, similarly, would 
have to pay the growers for their produce at the time of delivery, long before the cash from 
selling the processed result was available. These types of firms, along with many others, 
used small denomination promissory notes as a method of balancing cash in and out. 
Depending on the financial condition of the issuing firm, it might be accepted for deposit by 
banks and other entities before the specified redemption date. This note, in fact, was 
"cashed" by the Wells Fargo Nevada National Bank of San Francisco in December 1921, or 
three months before it would be redeemed by the issuer. Forfeiture of the interest, plus 
perhaps a fee, was undoubtedly required of the payee in order to recetve this money so far 
in advance. 

The above note is numismatically interesting for another reason as well: it states that 
"both interest and principal (are) payable in United States Gold Coin." This of 
repayment specification was acceptable in 1921, as gold coins circulated freely at that time, 
but was later prohibited by the Gold Reserve Act of 1933 which also removed this phrase 
from federal bank notes. 

The depicted note, reduced from its original size of 4" by 8", is courtesy of the Robin Ellis 
collection of San Antonio, TX. The San Jose Coin Club would like to thank Robin for his 
generous loan of this item for use in the on-going souvenir card program.

The San Jose Coin Club released its third annual 
souvenir card to commemorate its recent 21st annual 
coin show and educational forum. This year's card 
depicts an interest-bearing corporate promissory note of 
1921, issued by the California Prune and Apricot 
Growers, Inc. of San Jose. These notes were often issued 
in small denominations in order to even up cash flow 
requirements of businesses with long raw material pro- 
cessing cycles, such as growers and canners. The note is 
also of numismatic interest since it specifies that “both 
interest and principal (are) payable in United States Gold 
Coin’. This type of specification was made illegal by the 
Gold Reserve Act of 1933, but was a common clause in 
the 1920’s and earlier. 


Mint souvenir cards are available from the club at $2.00 
each, while cards postally cancelled the first day of the 
show are $3.00 each. Customers should add $1.00 postage 
and handling per order, and make any checks payable to 
the San Jose Coin Club.

Renewing a tradition of sorts, the Washington Plate Prin- 
ters Union will participate in the Middle Atlantic Numis- 
matic Association s (MANA) 37th Annual Convention in 
New Carrollton, Maryland, October 20-22, 1989. During 
the show, union plate printers will demonstrate the art of 
intaglio printing “live” on a 100 year old spider press. 
Nineteenth century printing techniques will be demon- 
strated by today's craftsmen to reproduce the beauty and 
quality of a fine steel engraving. 


The proof produced will feature a line engraving of an 
eagle perched atop a shield containing thirteen stars and 
stripes over a background of clouds with “Old Glory.” 
(See illustration.) The engraving will show a plate mark, 
or embossed outline of the printing plate. This will 
signify that the proof is an engraved original “Die” or 
“Plate Proof.” 


As a special incentive for attendees at the MANA show, 
the hand proofs printed live at the show will be dated, 
numbered and signed by the printer, and given away free 
of charge to winners of an hourly drawing. 


The union has produced 1000 of the engraved eagle 
proofs for sale to collectors and connoisseurs of intaglio 
printing. The eagle was printed in black ink by hand on 
an intaglio spider press. The inscription, complete with 
union seal, was printed in blue ink on a hand-fed intaglio 
die stamping press. 


The proofs will be available beginning October 20, 1989 
at the MANA show for $5 each, and by mail for $6 each, 
limit one per order. Orders must be accompanied by a 
check or money order made payable in U.S. dollars to the 
W.P.P.U. and must be addressed as follows: Washington 
Plate Printers, P.O. Box 3817, Silver Spring, MD 
20901.

At the MANA show, the Plate Printers 
Union also released a modified vari- 
ety of the Harry Beech card. The 
1989 Convention book contained the 
previous version of this card (see 
Spring 1989 SCJ). The major dif- 
ferences are a color change and the 
inclusion of the PPU logo in place 
of the "Compliments" text on the 
Convention card. Cards are $15 each 
(limit one) from the address above. 


The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
plans to issue a souvenir card for 
World Stamp Expo 89. Design details 
had not been finalized at press 
time; however, the card is expected 
to show the three most recent Duck 
Stamps in full color. The Service 
hopes to have the designers of those 
three stamps at their booth at the 


show, and a card featuring their 
winning entries would be an 
autograph collectors' delight. 


Prices and ordering details have not 
been determined.

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Texas Spring Palace 
Achieved Fame 100 Years Ago 


Curtis D. Radford, M.D. 


About a year ago, the author purchased an attractive 
souvenir card issued as an invitation to the Texas Spring 
Palace of 1889 in Fort Worth, Texas. The card was 
purchased from Gordon McHenry of Florida who could 
provide little information about the card other than that it 


was printed by the Homer Lee Bank Note Company of 


New York. This firm was acquired by the American Bank 
Note Company in 1891 and was consolidated with the 
Franklin Bank Note Company in 1897 to become the 
Franklin-Lee Bank Note Company. The Homer Lee 
Bank Note company produced a number of attractive 
souvenir cards a century ago of which the Texas Spring 
Palace card is a good example. 


In an effort to learn more about the Texas Spring Palace. 
the author sent a photocopy of the card to Texas resident 
and SCCS Publicity Chairman Robin Ellis. Shortly 
thereafter, Robin sent an April 1975 article in the Tokens 
and Medals Society Journal (TAMS) by William Fowler 
entitled, “Texas Vignette, Fort Worth’s Spring Palace.” 
Most of the information on the Texas Spring Palace 
comes from this article. The story of the Texas Spring 
Palace and its souvenir card is an interesting one that 
should prove of interest to SCCS members. 


Fort Worth, Texas is an industrial and commercial center 
near Dallas in northeastern Texas. In 1849 a military 
camp called Fort Worth was established on the present 
site of the city. The fort and settlement were named in 
honor of General William Jenkins Worth. The fort even- 
tually was abandoned and a later settlement became a 
county seat in 1860 and was incorporated in 1873. In 
1870, Fort Worth was primarily a supply and recreation 
stop for cowboys working the old Chisholm Trail. At that 
time, the estimated population of Fort Worth was 500 
people. 


In the summer of 1876, the Texas and Pacific Railroad 
began to service Fort Worth. By 1880, Fort Worth had 
grown to 6,663 people. Subsequently, Fort Worth was 
also served by the Katy (Missouri-Kansas-Texas) 
Railroad and the Santa Fe Railroad. By 1890, Fort 
Worth’s population was over 25,000 and it was called the 
“Queen City of the Prairies.” Today, the Dallas-Fort 
Worth metropolitan area has over three million 
inhabitants. r 


The concept of the Texas Spring Palace was promulgated 
by General R.A. Cameron, Immigration Commissioner 
for the Denver, Texas, and Fort Worth Railroad. In early 


1889, General Cameron toured the mid-South where he 
found many misconceptions regarding Texas. Most peo- 
ple felt Texas was behind the rest of the country in pro- 
gress and culture and that it primarily served as a cow 
pasture. During this time, other communities had erected 


“Palaces” to demonstrate their agricultural and industrial 


advancement. Examples included the St. Paul Ice Palace 
and the Fargo and Sioux City Corn Palaces. Perhaps as a 
result, General Cameron recommended that the city of 
Fort Worth erect a“ Spring Palace” to demonstrate to the 
rest of the country the advanced agriculture, industry, 
commerce and culture of the Fort Worth area. Hence, the 
Texas Spring Palace was born.

Once the community of Fort Worth decided to go ahead 
with the Spring Palace, work proceeded at an amazing 
pace. A civic leader and retired editor of the Fort Worth 
Democrat, Buckeye B. Paddock, was appointed President 
of an association responsible for raising funds for, con- 
structing, and decorating the Palace. The elaborate 
Moorish- and Malayan-style structure was designed by 
Forth Worth architects Armstrong and Messer. A con- 
tract was drawn with the Fort Worth Loan and Construc- 
tion Company on March 1I1, 1889 to complete the Palace 
in 40 days or forfeit payment. Indeed, the Palace was 
built in 30 days with the decorating then completed by 
E.B. Allen of Chicago in time for the grand opening on 
May 29, 1889. The exhibition was scheduled for the spring 
to avoid competition from other fairs and exhibitions. 


The Texas Spring Palace was an immense two-story 
structure constructed in the shape of a St. Andrews 
Cross. The building covered eight city blocks and 
featured 60,000 square feet of floor space. (See illustra- 
tion.) Central to the structure was a massive dome 150 feet 
in diameter rising 155 feet above ground. Additionally, 
there were 12 towers 14-18 feet square by 50 feet tall plus 
double towers at the east and west entrances. The Palace 
was constructed and decorated completely with Texas 
materials. The massive structure consumed one-half 
million feet of lumber, 175 kegs of nails, 16 car loads of 
wheat, seven of millet, eight of alfalfa, ten of corn stalks, 
and additional carloads of broom corn, cactus, cane, 
cedar, coal, cotton, hides, minerals, mosses, pelts, rye, 
sea shells, sorghum, and wool. As one can see from the 
list of construction materials, the Texas Spring Palace 
became a palatial fire trap. 


Fort Worth Spring Palace was widely publicized 
around the country in newspapers and magazines. Spe 
cial excursion trains were scheduled from all over Texas 
and the country to bring visitors to the Spring Palace. A 
special souvenir invitation was printed by the Homer Lee 
Bank Note Company and sent out inviting various 
dignitaries to the event. (See illustration.) This souvenir 
card features vignettes of two central, female allegorical 
figures surrounded by symbols of agriculture, commerce, 
and industry: cornucopia with produce, ships and fac- 
tories. To the left is a vignette of the Palace itself. On the 
right are vignettes of an eagle, three U.S. flags, and a five 
pointed star. The card also contains the following text: 
“TEXAS SPRING PALACE/May 29th to June 20th °89/ 
FORT WORTH, TEXAS/The honor of your presence is 
requested.” In addition, text listing the “Committee on 
Invitation” appears at the bottom of the card. The Spring 
Palace card is printed in red-brown intaglio on glossy, 
white stock. The card measures 6% x 9%”. How many 
cards were printed is not known. The card is listed in the 
SCCS numbering system for forerunner semi-official 
souvenir cards as number FSO I889E. 


The grand opening of the Texas Spring Palace took place 
on May 29, 1889. An opening address was given by the 
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Governor of Nebraska and was followed by the music of 
the Elgin Watch Factory band from Elgin, Illinois. The 
exhibition ran, as scheduled, from May 29 through June 
20. Inside the Palace were exhibits (“ Karporama’ ) 
demonstrating every Texan product and natural resource 
imaginable. The first Texas Spring Palace was well 
received and attended by the public. Still, the exhibition 
lost $23,000 which was easily raised by President Pad- 
dock and the Directors. 


Despite the loss from the 1889 Spring Palace, Fort Worth 
went ahead with plans for an even larger Karporama in 
1890. The palace was enlarged by adding 100 feet to each 
wing. Many new exhibits and events were added. The 
1890 Texas Spring Palace was scheduled to run May 10- 
31. Itis not known if a souvenir invitation card was print- 
ed for the 1890 Spring Palace as had been done in 
1889. 


On the evening of the next to last day of the 1890 Texas 
Spring Palace, tragedy struck. A small boy, juggling for 
coins, accidently stepped on a match, igniting a fire. The 
fire rapidly spread to the highly combustible decorations. 
At the time of the fire, over 7,000 people were inside the 
Palace, most of them dancing to the music of the Elgin 
Watch Factory Band. All but one were able to escape the 
conflagration that ensued. The Palace was completely 
engulfed in flames within four minutes and collapsed 
after eleven minutes. The sole casualty, Al Hayne, saved 
many women and children by tossing them out of second 
story windows to waiting arms below. He perished after 
jumping out a window holding an unconscious woman. 
Today, the only structural reminder of the fabulous 
Texas Spring Palace is a monument erected in 1890 in 
honor of Al Hayne, which stands at the intersection of 
Houston and E. Lancaster Streets. 


A variety of Spring Palace souvenirs can yet be found 
today. including the Homer Lee Bank Note Company 
printed cards. Such souvenirs serve as reminders of 
elaborate exhibitions and fabulous architectural wonders 
from a century ago.

Did You Know?

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SCCS Auction 


SUMMER 1989 


This is the first of what I hope will bea 
number of auctions to be produced on this new 
computer. During the preparation of this. past 
Spring 1989 auction, my trusty old computer gave up 
the ghost right in the middle of the closing of the 
auction. The results--a mess! Everything had to be 
redone by hand to try to reconstruct all of the 
bidding and lot awards. My apologies to a couple of 
the bidders that were inconvenienced either by 
inappropriate awards or not receiving the bids that 
they should have. Hopefully, this is all behind us 
and with the new (although not fully operational) 
programing of this new computer, we will be able to 
handle the job in a more efficient mannar. 


As you read the BIDDING RULES presented below, 
you will note a couple of minor modifications. It 
has been about 3 years since any significant changes 
were incorporated and, as with everything in life, 
things change--therefore so do some of the standards 
that we use. The most noteworthy is the addition of 
the note to Rule 9 which specifies that any 
bidder that is delinquent more than 16 days in 
submitting payment for lots awarded, will be 
excluded from participation in the next auction. 
Why this rule? Well for the past few auctions, a 
couple of the bidders have taken up to 60 days to 
submit payment. This requires that payment’ be 
witheld from all of the consigners for this entire 
period since typically a number of consigner’s 
material is involved and the "books" for that 
particular auction cannot be closed or the lots 
being held for the delinquent bidder be placed ina 
subsequent auction for cataloging should they 
default on payment completely. The Rule states that 
payment is to be made within 5 days of the receipt 
of the invoice. Allowing 7 days each way for 
transportion through the mail, results in a maximum 
of three weeks time that should be’ required under 
normal circumstances for all correspondence 
associated with invoicing and payment submittals. 
If bidders are going to be away for any period of 
time during the processing of an auction (after they 
have submitted bids --- taking note of the auction 
closing date indicated on the cover of the SCCS 
Journal and allowing the postal processing time), 
a note included on their bid sheet to that effect 
would be all that is necessary for me to know that 
a delay might be encountered in responding to an 
invoice submitted for payment. To be fair to the 
consigners, lets give this a try. If you feel that 
some other approach is more appropriate, please 
drop me a line and let me know your thoughts. We 
would be happy to give some alternate approach a 
try? 


The auction that follows presents about 300 of 
the 600 lots that currently are in file. Only a few 


are left that have been offered in previous 
auctions. They will be included in one of the 
upcoming auctions. Those that remain from this 


Summer auction (that have been offered on prior 
occasions) will be returned to the consigners. One 
large consignment has been received for the future 
so now would be a good time to send your duplicates. 
It is estimated that the wait time for consigned 
material will be down to one auction lag as soon as 


the next auction is completed. The Fall 1989 
auction will probably consist of approximately 300 
lots also--a good sized group. If you would like to 


make this one, drop me a line or send your material 


within the next few days. Cataloging of the next 
auction usually starts shortly after the close of 
the prior one. 


With all of this prolog, lets get to the 
auction!! The following is the tabulation of the 
prices realized for the Spring 1989 auction. This 
is as published and distributed to the bidders and 
those that requested copies throught the mail. A 
couple of corrections will be made when the 
consigners are sent payment, based upon the 
discussion presented above.
